1. Rotate VOLUME on the head- 
phones’ cord to its lowest level.

2. Insert the headphones’ black plug 
into the Vs-inch (3.5-mm) stereo 
phone (speaker out) jack on your 
PC’s sound card, and the head- 
phones’ red plug into the micro- 
phone jack on the sound card. 

3. Put on the headphones, then ad- 
just the headband and micro- 
phone boom for a comfortable fit.

4. Adjust the sound source’s volume 
to a point between its middle and 
maximum levels. Then adjust 
VOLUME on the headphones’ cord 
to a comfortable level. 

5. Set ON/OFF on the headphones’ 
cord to ON to turn on the micro- 
phone, or OFF to turn it off. 

Listening Safely

• Set the volume to the lowest set- 
ting before you begin listening. Af- 
ter you begin listening, adjust the 
volume to a comfortable level. 
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• Do not listen at extremely high vol- 
ume levels. Extended high-volume 
listening can lead to permanent 
hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not in- 
crease it. Over time, your ears adapt 
to the volume level, so a volume lev- 
el that does not cause discomfort 
might still damage your hearing. 

CARE 

To enjoy your headphones for a long 
time: 

• Keep the headphones dry. If they 
get wet, wipe it dry immediately. 


• Use and store the headphones only 
in normal temperature environ- 
ments. 

• Handle the headphones gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop them. 

• Keep the headphones away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the headphones with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep them 
looking new.
